Gentlemen : 


You will recall that the Police Depart- 
ment was notified last year, that by 1950 
it would have to convert the radio system 
to the 160 megacycle region, allocated to 
Police Departments by the Federal Com- 
munication Commission. 


Last month your Committee on Radio 
met with Chief Early, Radio Engineer 
Wolfe, and Mr. Frank Walker, a represent- 
ative from Motorola, Incorporated, to select 
equipment to meet this change. 


Attached is a copy of the order of the 
equipment selected, and a communication 
from Mr. Walker, which explains the 
reasons for the change in detail. 


Your Committee would like to stress at 
this time, that when the 1949-1950 budget 
is prepared, that the Commission keep in 
mind the fact that $14,000.00 was provided 
in the present budget to finance this plan 
over a two year’s period, and that an 
additional $11,370.15 will be needed to pay 
for the equipment, making a total of 
$25,370.15, after deducting $2,000.00 which 
was allowed for trade-in on the old equip- 
ment.

The above figures do not include instal- 
lation of the equipment, which has been 
estimated to be about three thousand dol- 
lars, which will make a total of approxi- 
mately $14,000.00 required in the 1949-1950 
budget to complete payment of equipment 
and installation charges.

We have been selected by the Office of 
Military Government for Germany, as one 
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of the cities where they would like to send 
German Police Officials for first-hand study 
and field work, and to establish personal 
professional contacts with officials in the 
United States, working under a democratic

Funds are to be provided for the visiting 
officers by the Office of Military Govern- 
ment for Germany. They only ask that we 
cooperate with them and assist in the plan 
by showing these officers the way we oper- 
ate under our form of government. They 
will spend between two and ten days in 
each city they visit. 


When I received the communication I 
took the matter up with President Smith, 
as they wanted an immediate reply to their 
request. Acting on the recommendation 
of President Smith, I notified the Office of 
Military Government for Germany that we 
would be glad to cooperate with them and 
do everything we can to assist in the plan.

Gentlemen: 


Commissioner Potter requested my opin- 
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ion on the following: “As to the status of 
the pensions of the Radio Engineer and 
Assistant Radio Engineer when out of the 
city working on Ingham County Apparatus.” 


Your question seems to be predicated 
upon the premises that civilian employees 
under the direction of the Police or Fire 
Departments are under the Police and Fire- 
men’s Retirement System, Chapter 29 of 
the Charter. I am unable to agree that 
anyone other than actual policemen and 
firemen employed and engaged as such 
should be under that system. 


Under Membership, Section 138, it is 
provided: 


“The membership of the Retirement 
System shall consist of the following: 
(a) All policemen and firemen who are 
in service on the effective date of this 
Retirement System * * *’’ and under 
(b) ‘‘All persons who become police- 
men or firemen on or after the effect- 
ive date of this Retirement System 
shall, from the date of their employ- 
ment with the City become members of 
this Retirement System” and (c) “The 
membership of the Retirement System 
shall not include (1) any policeman or 
fireman temporarily employed in time 
of emergency, or (2) special officers 
or special firemen, or (3) privately 
employed policemen or firemen, or (4) 
civilian employees of the Police or Fire 
Departments.”’ 


Because of the above quoted language, 
I contend that those other than those 
actually engaged as policemen and firemen 
should all be under the City Employees 
Retirement System, Ordinance 132, as 
amended. 


Arriving at the question which I think 
is the proper one, that is, “Is an employee 
of the City who when out of the City and 
working upon Ingham County Apparatus, 
such as a radio engineer and assistant 
radio engineer, under the City Employees 
pension System.” Ordinance 132, Part B, 
Section 1, provides: 


“Subject to the provisions of Part 
H of this article, upon application of 
a member * * * who becomes totally 
incapacitated for duty as the natural 
and proximate result of the actual 
performance of duty, without willful 
negligence on his part, shall be retired 
by the Board of Trustees * * *,” 


I think the gist of this section is the 
use of the words “incapacitated for duty 
as the natural and proximate result of the 
actual performance of duty.’’ I am, there- 
fore, of the opinion that there is clearly 
no question that the radio engineer and his 
assistant while engaged in working upon 
Ingham County apparatus outside of the 
City of Lansing in the performance of his 
duties as an employee of the City is cov- 
ered under this ordinance.
